Inspector WILLIAM "BROADWAY" JONES. The latter two police officiels 

are reportedly resigning in the near future and their positions will 7 

soon be ópen.

With reference to the productiveness of the technical surveillances "Yonne 
in operation in this case, it is observed that the Bureau is not in а position ا‎ 
to evaluate adequately and fully the information received. This is true be- 
cause the Department did not furnish any basis to.justify or require the tech- 
nical-surveillances when requesting them. It would appear that possibly these 
Surveillances were requested on the basis of information developed in the Grand 
Jury evidence in this case in Chicago, which has not been made available to the 
Bureau. Consequently no attempt was made to evaluate the information. and blind

Despite these limitations, it was observed that the subjects on whom 
technical surveillances were in operation were most guarded in their conversa- 
tions, made obvious references indicating that pertinent calls were being made 
from outside telephones and that the technicals produced little, if any, informa- 
tion of apparent value.
